Acreage Reserve 
Program Starts 


The sign-up for the 1958 Acre- 
age Reserve Program for , Palm 
Beach County will start on Janu- 
ary 13, M. U. Mounts, Secretary, 
Palm Beach County Agricultural 
Stabilization. and Conservation 
Committee has announced. The 
closing date is March 7. 

“Allotment” acres of rice are 
eligible for the 1958 Acreage Re- 
serve. These are the same crops 
which were eligible in 1957. The 
new program seeks to remove from 
11.5 millior to 14.5 million acres 
of these allotment crops from pro- 
duction during the coming season. 
All interested farmers are urged 
to get in touch with their County 
ASC Office if they are interested 
in taking part in the 1958 Acreage 
Reserve Program. 

As was previously aca iced, 
each farm ing part in ‘he pro- 
gram for Springplanted crops must 
have a “Soil Bank Base” estab- 
lished for it. This must be done 
fore a program agreement may be 
signed by the farmer. The Soil 
bank base will be the total crop 
acreage figure for the farm, based 
primarily on the farm’s production 
history during 1956 and 1957. The 
toťal harvested acreage in 1958 
must be reduced below this base by 
the number of acres placed in the 
Soil Bank. ` 

Where the ‘Soil Bank base has 
previously been established for the 
farm, that same base will be used 
for farms participating in the 1958 
Acreage Resérve.

Here’s The Way To 
Tell Beef Grades 
At Your Market 


TAMPA—Telling the grades of 
beef apart is still a bugaboo to 
many Florida housewives. 

The Florida Beef Council reports 
that questions about beef grades 
flow into their office daily from the 
state’s homemakers. 

The. Beef Council says most 
shoppers know the names of the 
different grades but have trouble 
with what the name means. 

There are six grades of beef on 
Florida’s retail markets and here 
are what their government grades 
mean. á 

PRIME—This is meat from 
young, well-fed cattle. The lean is 
bright, red, firm and‘fine textured. 
It’s, generously marbled with fat 
and cuts are juicy tender and well 
flavored. À 

CHOICE—This is the most pop- 
ular grade and contains less fat 
marbling than Prime. Color of the 
lean is a slightly darker red than 
Prime. Taste quality is high. 

GOOD— There's more lean to fat 
than Prime or Choice, Fat is thin 
and yellow. Lean is dark with lit- 
tle or no marbling. Cuts are rela- 
tively tender but not as juicy as 
better grades. 

STANDARD—This is a new 
grade to cover,meat from young 
but lower quality” ‘animals. There fs 


. a thin covering of fat and usually 


no marbling. Cuts ate moderately 
tender although the taste is some- 
times bland, 


COMMERCIAL—This is meat 


from older animals. Unless cooked 
with moist heat it is often tough. 
When properly cooked, however, it 


has the full, rich flavor of mature 
beef. 

UTILITY—This is the lowest 
grade found in most markets. 
There is only a little fat. The lean 
is soft, dark and. stringy. 


Corporations May Buy 
Series E & H Bonds 
After Jan. 1, 1958 


TAMPA—After January 1, 1958 
corporations and all other types of 
investors, except commercial 
banks, may purchase Series E and 
H Savings Bonds R. L. Markham, 
State Director of the Savings 
Bonds Division, reminds the public. 

Series E. and H. Savings Bonds 
have beenggeaiable only to individ- 
uals, personal trust accounts and 
employee savings plans. The rul- 
ing will be of special interest, 
Markham pointed out to a large 
number of small institutional 
groups, duch as farm organiza- 
tions, fraternal, civic, service, pa- 
triotic and veterans organizations, 
labor unions, churches, elemosy- 
nary institutions and state and lo- 
cal government bodies. The Treas- 
ury has received considerable de- 
mand from such groups for secur- 
ities of this type, Markham ex- 
plained. 

A limit of $10,000 a year of each 
series, (maturity value), has been 
fixed, the same annual purchase 
limit that now applies to individ- 
uals. 

Markham said the Treasury was 
taking this step to fill a gap in the 
Savings Bonds program which was 
created last April when the sale of 
Series J and K Savings. Bonds was 
discontinued. 

Since then small investor groups, 
other than individuals, have not 
had available to them any govern- 
ment security with guaranteed in- 
terest rate and protection against 
market fluctuations.
